All  this  time  the  word*  which  tumbled  most  freely  from 
the  lips  of  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  were  the  words,  "autonomy," 
"neutrality."    They  meant  "independence,"  "separation." 

An  Insidioug  Move 

This  is  well  understood  by  some  Liberals  and  accepted  by 
some  Liberals.  When  the  Laurier  Government  created  the 
Department  of  External  Affairs,  the  Toronto  "Globe"  voiced 
its  approval,  and  based  it  upon  the  ground  that  the  step  taken 
was  an  insidious  move  toward  Canadian  independence. 

The  "Globe"  said:— 

"The  direction  and  progress  of  national  evolution  thus  indi- 
cated may  be  too  fast  for  some,  and  not  fast  enough  for  others, 
but  there  need  be  no  mistake  about  the  fact  of  our  progress  in  its 
direction. 

"THE  ANSWER  TO  THOSE  WHO  ARE  IMPATIENT  FOB

poUcy  and  h.s  naval  opposition  of  1912  was  a  deliberate 
attempt  to  break  away  from  the  Empire. 


This  IB  the  man  who  seeks  again  to  be  made  Prime  Minister 
of  Canada,  entrusted  with  the  destinies  of  the  Dominion,  the 
accredited  mouthpiece  of  the  Canadian  people. 

It  is  good  for  the  honour  of  Canada  and  good  for  the  wel- 
fare of  the  Empire  that  Lanrier  was  not  allowed  to  "finish  Ui 
work." 

But  it  is  bad  for  Germany.

Public  Statement  by  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier,  given  by  him  to  the 
Toronto  Globe, ' '  and  published  on  page  one  of  that  news- 
paper on  October  4th,  1899,  in  reference  to  the  disinclina- 
tion of  the  then  Liberal  Government  to  send  Troops  to 
South  Africa,  at  outbreak  of  Boer  War. 

"Tlicre  oxists  a  jjreat  ileal  of  mi-sconccption  in  the  country  reganling 
the  i)owers  of  tlie  Oovernnient  in  the  proMent  crisis.  As  I  underfitand  the 
Militia  Act,  an<l  1  may  say  that  I  have  given  it  some  study  of  late,  our 
volunteers  are  enrolled  to  be  useil  in  the  defence  of  the  Uomiiiiou.  They 
are  Cana'^ian  troops  to  be  used  to  light  for  (^'anada's  defence.  Perhaps 
the  moat  wides]irea<i  misapprehension  is  that  they  cannot  be  sent  out  of 
Canada.  To  my  mind  it  is  clear  that  cases  might  arise  wlicii  they  might 
tie  sent  to  a  foreign  land  to  fight.  To  postulate  a  case:  Suppose  that 
Spain  should  declare  war  upon  Great  Biitain.  Spain  lias,  or  had  a  navy, 
and  that  navy  might  be  being  got  ready  to  assail  Canada  as  part  of  the 
Kmpire.  Sometimes  the  best  method  of  defending  one's  self  is  to  attack, 
and  in  that  case  Canadian  soldiers  might  certainly  lie  sent  to  Spain,  and 
it  is  quite  certain  that  they  legally  might  be  so  despatched  tn  the  Iberian 
Peninr<ula.    The  case  of  the  South  African  Republic  la  not  analagous. 

"There  is  no  menace  to  Canada,  and  although  we  mav  be  willing  to 
contribute  troops,  I  DO  NOT  SKK  HOW  WK  CAN  DO  SO.  Then  again 
how  could  we  do  so  without  Parliament  granting  us  the  moneyf  WK 
SIMPLY  COULD  NOT  DO  ANYTHING.  In  other  words  we  should  have 
to  summon  Parliament.  The  Government  of  Canada  is  restricted  in  its 
jiowers.  It  is  resjionsible  to  Parliament,  and  it  can  do  very  little  without 
the  permission  of  Parliament.  There  is  no  doubt  as  to  the  attitude  of  the 
Government  on  all  questions  that  mean  menace  to  British  interests,  but  in 
tills  present  case  our  limitations  are  very  clearly  defined,  and  so  it  in  that 
we  have  not  offered  a  contingent  to  the  Home  Authorities.  The  Militia 
DepartnuMit  duly  transmitted  individual  offers  to  the  Imperial  Govern- 
ment and  the  reply  from  the  War  Office,  as  published  in  Saturday's 
Globe,  shows  their  attitude  in  the  queation.    As  to  Canada  furnishing  a

Editorial  leader  which  appeared  in  the  Toronto  "Globe"  on 
October  7th,  1899,  in  defence  of  the  refusal  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  to  send  Troops  to  South 
Africa. 

"For  not  immodiatoly  and  without  Parliamentarv  authority  takine 
measures  to  despatch  a  Canadian  .■ontingent  to  South  Africa,  the  Govern- 
ment is  Imng  subjected  to  critiiism,  which,  upon  examination,  will  be 
found  to  be  unwarranted.  Wo  may  di»mi.w  from  consideration  as  un- 
worthy of  serious  reply,  the  charge  that  the  Premier  is  slow  to  act  because 
he  IS  a  trench  Canadian.  That  is  a  chais-e  which  obviously  strikes  not 
only  at  him,  but  at  one-third  of  the  people  of  Canada;  and  it  would 
hardly  bo  conducive  to  general  belief  in  the  strength  au,l  unity  of  the 
fcmpire  to  have  it  go  abroad  that  sm  h  a  cleavage  exists  in  the  Dominion 
on  a  question  affecting  Imperial  interests.  The  (piestion  is  not  one  to  be 
discussed  on  personal  grounds.  The  money  which  it  is  proposed  to  eipend 
IS  not  the  money  of  the  members  of  the  Government,  but  of  the  people  of 
Canada,  and  the  lives  to  be  risked  are  in  the  main  the  lives  of  men  who 
have  little  or  nothing  to  do  in  deciding  what  steps  shall  be  taken, 

"Now  It  would  be  a  serious  step  for  the  Oovemment,  without  the 
aaoctlon  of  ParUament,  to  undertake  to  send  a  Canadian  contingent  to 
Africa,  and  the  gravity  Is  not  whoUy,  or  indeed  mainly,  a  matter  of 
expense.  The  British  Empire  has  for  many  years  had  on  its  hands  wars 
ot  a  minor  character,  wars  in  which  the  safety,  honor  and  integrity  of 
the  Empire  were  not  regarded  as  being  i.t  stake,  but  which  were  recog- 
nized as  being  incidents  in  the  government  and  growth  ot  possessions 
citeading  all  over  the  globe.  But  no  such  step  as  is  now  i.roposed  has 
been  hitherto  taken.  Wo  say  this  with  recognition  of  what  was  done  in 
the  caso  of  the  Crimean  War,  and  of  what  was  done  by  the  Canadian 
voyageurs  in  the  Soudan, 

"What  Is  now  proposed  is  certainly  a  new  departure,  involving  Im- 
portant considerations,  and  the  question  whether  that  departure  Is  to  be 
taken  without  the  consent  of  ParUament  is  not  to  be  disposed  of  with  > 
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WW r.  It  ii  comp«teiit  for  ui,  of  courie,  to  takt  a.  ntw  dflpftrtun  la  that 
reapect;  but  it  U  a  Tary  graT*  qnaitloii  indMd  vhathar  a  OoTaramant 
ihotild  takt  tliat  departnra  without  conaalttttg  tha  npnaantatiTaa  of  tho 
paople.  Ad(1  certaialy  Dotlun)^  was  said  in  Parliament  which  would  war- 
rant auch  a  step.  Parliament  on  tho  eve  of  prorugatioii  dealt  with  the 
matter  and  seemed  to  reat  satisfied  with  expressing  sjmpatby  witii  the 
Uitlaodtrs,  Nothing  wa«  said  about  conferring  any  emergency  power  on 
the  Govemmont,  although  it  was  known  that  I'arliament  would  be  pro- 
rogued in  a  few  days.  Hir  Mackenzie  Bowell,  although  in  favor  of  rtn 
dering  material  aid  if  necessary,  assumed  that  the  consent  of  Parliament 
would  be  asked. 

' '  What  we  have  said,  will,  wo  think,  show  that  the  right  of  the  Qov- 
ernment  to  deal  with  the  matter  without  tht;  consent  of  Parli;iment  is 
quite  doubtful.  The  safety  of  the  Empire  is  not,  so  far  as  v  e  know, 
menaced  any  more  than  it  was  in  the  very  extensive  war  in  India  two 
years  ago,  and  in  the  Soudan  a  year  ago. 

"W(-  do  not  lay  down  the  rule  that  there  ought  to  be  no  assistance 
rendered  by  the  Colonies  even  in  these  cases.  But  it  can  at  leaat  be  rea- 
sonably maintained  that  before  such  a  departun  ii  taken  ParUamont 
ought  to  be  consulted." 


Sir  Charles  Tupper's  HMaag*  of  October  5th,  1909,  to  Sir  Wil- 
frid Laurier,  Fledging  the  Oonservative  Party  to  Support 
the  Sending  of  a  Canadian  Contingent  to  South  Africa. 

"His  Majesty's  Government  at  this  moment  are  engaged  in  endea- 
vouring to  secure  the  just  rights  of  our  fellow-countrymen,  the  British 
subjects  in  the  Transvaal,  and  in  order  to  accomplish  that,  they  may  be 
driven  into  a  struggle  with  that  country.  I  believe  that  the  Government 
of  Canada  only  correctly  interpreted  the  sentiment  of  the  people  of 
Canada  when  they  unanimously  passed  a  resolution  expressing  their  sym- 
pathy and  the  hope  that  their  grievances  would  be  overcome.  I  believe 
they  will  be  correctly  interpreting  the  sentiment  of  the  people  of.  Canada 
if  they  avail  themselves  of  every  means  for  enlisting  a  regiment  of 
stalwart  Canadians  to  bear  arms  for  His  Majesty's  Government  should 
it  need  them.  I  believe  that  the  Government  would  only  be  interpreting 
the  sentiment  of  the  people  of  Canada  if  they  were  to  equip  a  regiment 
of  1,000  or  1,1:00  strong,  and  deliver  them  in  England  at  the  service  of 
His  Majesty.  Should  the  present  Government  adopt  that  important  step, 
they  can  rely  upon  the  hearty  co-operation  of  myself  and  the  Conserva- 
tive opposition  of  the  House  of  Commons,  as  they  have  been  able  to  rely 
on  it  on  every  occasion  where  the  interests  of  our  country  have  de- 
manded it." 
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
